in the history of Palm 
Springs newspapers— the consol­ 
idation of the two oldest new s­ 
papers in the Village as The 
Desert 
Sun and Palm Springs 
News— to be issued twice a week 
on Mondays and Thursdays. 
The Desert Sun. the pioneer in 
the regular newspaper field in 
Palm Springs was founded on 
August 5, 1927, by Carl Barkow 
and Harvey Johnson. It has been 
issued without interruption since 
that date and in August this 
year m arked its 25th anniver­ 
sary. 


NEXT NEWSPAPER to be e s ­ 
tablished here was 
the 
Palm 
Springs News which was first 
issued in October, 1935. It w as 
a weekly published from late 
September 
to late 
April 
each 
year, 
suspending 
during 
the 
Summer months. 
Founders were M. R. Medby, 
John Coleman Putnam and John 
Halverson. 
Following this cam e the Lim e­ 
light, established by John R. E. 
and Priscilla Chaffey in J a n u ­ 
ary, 1937. 


THE NEWS became a casualty 
of World W ar II and did not a p ­ 
pear in 1942. It w as taken over 
by the Limelight and the papers 
became the Limelight-News. M. 
R. Medby had taken over the 
Limelight 
from 
the 
Chaffeys 
earlier that year. 
The 
Limelight-News. 
a f t e r 
Medby sold out, went into v a ­ 
rious different 
hands 
untii 
it 
was 
finally 
acquired 
slightly 
more than two years ago 
by 
Belmont SanChez. 


THE NEXT STEP w as the a c ­ 


quisition of The News by The 
Desert Sun. 
For som e time it 
w as published as an independent 
newspaper. The Sun, which had 
been semi-weekly at the time, 
dropped its Monday edition and 
The News, published later in the 
week, was issued on Mondays by 
the same staff but as an entirely 
independent paper from The Sun, 
editorially and in policy. 
Finally today, the newspapers 
are merged as one and revert 
to a semi-weekly. 


MEANWHILE, The Desert Sun 
was progressing steadily. 
Bar- 
kow bought out Johnson's inter­ 
ests 
in 
the 30s and 
in 1946. 
Oliver B. Jaynes acquired an in ­ 
terest in the newspaper. In 1947. 
Jaynes became the sole owner. 
In 1948 The Sun moved into 
its. modern new plan t in The 
Center, with equipm ent designed 
to put out the best newspaper 
possible. 


EARLIER 
THIS YEAR, Ward 
J. Risvold became a part net in 
the 
Palm 
Springs 
Publishing 
company, publishers of Thp Sun 
and News and general m anager 
of the two newspapers. 
The owners of The Deser* Sun 
and News have announced their
